Panama on the 15th inst., bringing sixteen 
Jesuit priests, the advance guard of a strong 
and important body to which the order of 
expulsion from the republic of Nicaragua 
has been given by the government of ihat 
courviry. 

The circumstances which led to this ex- 
ercise of powers which of late years have 
rare y »een invoked in Nicarazua aré pecu 
Hier and excepiioual. In 1570 a number 
of Jeanit fathers who hed 
beeu expelied from Guatemala 
because they had takem part against the 
HBovernment in the revolutions of that 
period, arrived in Corinto. Their advent 
‘was unnoticed aod their stay in the country 
Jor some time attracted no attention. Es- 
tablishing themselves in Leon, where they 
were favorably received by the masses, their 
numbers were soon increased by additions 
from other countries, and their leaders soon 
naw the advantages of establishing in that 
country acentral camp of their organiza- 
tion i Centrai America. 

Matagalpa, a city remote from the capital 
of the country, Managua, situated in the 
midst of a large Indian population of about 
70,000, was selected as the capital of J esuit- 
ism. Here they built a splendid convent 
with chapeis, cloisters, celis and everything 
coaiplete, according to traditiorzal custom. 
The inhabitaats received them with open 


arms, an i in return for the 
gift of the splendil chapel, ete., 
the Jesuits received a magnificent 


sugar and coffee estate which they have 
continued to work with great success’ up to 
the present day. Labor on the estate was per- 
formed by Indians, who received no pecu- 
niary compensation for their toils.

A HOPELESS HYPOCHONDRIAC. 


John G, Saxe, the Poet, a Confirmed 
Invalid, Full of Delusions. 
New YorK, June27.—The Sun says: The poet 
John G. Saxe become sucha contirmed hy- 
vochondriac that no one is able to convince him 
eis not a hopeless invalid. Since the death of 
his wife noone can influence him, snd accord- 
ingly he is a troublesome patient to his physician, 
Dr. Wunderlich. 
“T have never encountered a more obstinate 
n,’’ says the doctor, ‘‘He sits in his room all 
day long, grieving over the loss of his power as a 
poet, and imagining he is the greatest sufferer. I 
cannot detect that he is physically any worse than 
one-half of uis age would naturally be supposed 


to be, 

His ailment is chiefly mental and his mind has 
assumed the most fearful hypochondriacal hue. 
He imagines he cannot eat anything, yet he con- 
sumes a large amount of food. Then he thinks 
he is wasting away in flesh, but I cannot detect 
that he is growing any thinner. 1 sometimes 
think he is gaining flesh. He does not go out of 
his room and cannot be coaxed or driven to take 
exercise. I think if he would take plenty of ex-~ 
ercise, change the scene of bis daily life, and 
seek companions who would divert his mind 
from himself, he would recover his animal 
spirits and be more like the brilliant, witty man 
he once Was. 

The melancholy which stole upon him after the 
death of hedauehter was great'y enhanced when 
he attempted to do some literary work and found 
his pen faltered and that bis thoughts were weak. 
On the day of the funeral of his daughter Hattie 
Solace Saxe, June 5, many of bis old friends at- 
tended the service, expecting to catch a giimpse 
of him, but he did not leave his room, and could 
not be induced to ride tothe cemetery. The cis- 
ease which has seized Mr. e has.so clonded 
his mind as to shut outall of the pleasures of 
life to him, and there is no glimpseia his ram- 
bling talk of the wit of other days.

‘THE ATLANTA COMET 


UNDER OBSERVATION.IN NEW YORK. 


Prof-esor Draper Nourishes It Tenderly, and Calis 
It Pet Names, Hoping Thereby to Oapture 
I: in His Camera, but the Wayward 
Oreature Plays Coyly with Him. 


Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

New York, June 27.—Professor Bass,of the 
Dudley observatory of Albany is satisfied that 
the great comet now visible is Gould’s comet, 

Hanover, N. H., June 27.—Observations taken 
at Dartmouth observatory last night show that 
the comet was moving to a point approximating 
5 degrees from the pole star—its motion being 
about 3 degrees a day. At its lower culmination 
it was approximating 10 degrees from the horizon, 
As seen througha 9-inch glass the comet Was 
very clearly defined—being circular on one side 
and fading away imperceptibly on the other. 
Behind the nucleus there wasa dark spot. The 
comet itself passed over and nearly concealed an 
eighth magnitude star, making a beautifal sight. 
The comet is less thana minute of an arcin 
width and about a minute and a half in length. 

Professor Draper.in New York Times. 

‘* When I first saw the comet night before last it 
wanted but ten minutes to sunrise, and I had so 
little time to observe it that 1 was unable to de- 
cide in which direction it was moving. Last 
night I had a better opportunity to study is 
movements, and I found that it was going to the 
north ata very rapid rate, directly away from the 
sun and directly away from the earth. This fact,’’ 
said the professor, smiling, ‘‘ may carry consola- 
tion to that numerous cless of people who imag- 
ine whenever a comet eppenrs that it is going to 
dash into this world and utterly wreck us. The 
comet has passed its perihelion, or point of near- 
est approach to oursun, and is now running away 
from us as fast as it can go.”’ 

‘*Do you think,’’ asked the reporter, ‘‘that this 
is the same comet which Dr. Gould discovered in 
South America on the Ist of the month, or thatit 
is a stranger just come into the view of the peo- 
ple of, this earth ?’’ 

‘The comet is moving to the north so repidly,’’ 
said Professor Draper, ‘that 1 think it highly 
probable that it is the identical one discovered by 
Dr. Gould in South America.~it has certainly 
had time enough togetto the point where it 
would become visible here, and ii is traveling in 
precisely the direction which, if taken by Gould’s 
comet, would have brought it to I's present posi- 
tion. Thetrouble i: determiniug this point is 
that we have no accurate description of the comet 
which Gould saw. His telegram announcing the 
Ciscovery seems to have been mangled during its 
transit, and, exceptthe fact that he taw a comet, 
It is nearly four 
weeks since the telegram was sent, and this 
comet, traveling at the rate whichit now maia- 
tains, would have had ample time to get here, 
allowing the distance to be traveled to be ia- 
measurably great. But iu this connection we 
must remember thatif thisis indeed Gould’s 
comet it has traveled on its way here much faster 
thau it is now going. In approaching and passing 
the sun, its speed would be greatly accelerated, 
aud now,in its northward passage from the sun,its 
velocity is diminishing every instant, and will 
continue to diminish until it again faces the sun 
and begios once more to approach that luminay. 
Itistoo early to say as yet whether this is the 
identical comet seen by Gould or not, but the 
propabilities are strong that it is. I have been 
misquoted in some of the newspapers on this 
subject by being madeto say thatit could not 
possibly be Gould’s comet. I have never said 


anything of the kind. What I did say is that in 
its present position Dr. Gould in South America 
cv»uld no more see it than he could see the north 
pole, and that is literally true. 
“There has been a good deal of misstatement,”’ 
continued the professor, “about the actual 
brilliaucy of thiscomet. Ithas been compared 
w Capella and Jupiter, and the assertion has been 
made that it isas brilliant aseither. Now, one of 
the best tests of the relative brilliancy of a star or 
a comet is the length of time required to photo- 
graph it. It took me seventeen minutes to get 
afair picture of the nucleus and coma of tuis 
comet. Something, perhaps, should be allowed 
that the night had 


on account of the fact 
been cloudy, and clouds might 
have left behind a little haze, 


which would slightly weaken the light from the 
comet. But the effect of this would have been 
relatively small, I can getan image of Capella 
in one second, and of Jupiter iu five secunds. 
This is to me conclusive evidence that the bril 
liancy of the comet does not nearly approach that 
of either Capeila or Jupiter. ”’ 

‘Have you arrived at any definite conclusion 
in respect to the comet from your observations 
ihus far?’’ asked the reporter. 

“Lam notstudying it from the standpoint of 
thathematical. astronomy,’ was the answer, 
‘There are plenty of abie men in that branch of 
scievce who are watching it eagerly, and we 
shall get the resulis of their labors in good 
time. 1 am stadying it as a physicist. In the 
application of physicsand chemistry toastronomy 
we do not care whether our comets are oldor 
new oues, where trey come from or 
where they are going, or how fast 
they are traveling. Allthat we care about this 
syomet is to make a perfect photograph of i, and 
to make good observations of its spectrum, and 
thus discover, ifit is possible, of what elemen- 
tary bodies it is composed. The prevail- 
ing idea among scientists at present is 
that the main constituent of acomet is carbon, 
ee eee with hydrogen, so as to form 
a body an Ous to Some Of tue hydro carbons 
which we find on this earth like nspniha, or, per 
haps, coal gas. But no resiiy largé comet has here- 
tofore appeared since the speciroscope has been 
brought to sufficient pertection to enable us to 
determine this point weil. First, we want to get 
a good photograph of this comet, and then we 
want to secure ils spectrum. 

‘In order to get the spec.rum ic will be neces- 
sary to the light from the comet through two 
additional lenses and two prisms, and spread it 
out into its component rays. By this process the 
light will necessarily be greatly eufeebled, and 
to secure a perfect spectium is going to be a very 
difficuit thing todo. I am satisfied that I can 
get the photographs, and two-night I expect to se- 
cure a good one. Then I shall devote myself to 
the of securing the spectrum. In photo-~ 
graphing a comet we have not only the 
motion of the earth as it rotates on its 
uxXis to overcome, but also the peculiar 
motion of the comet. This ove ig traveling to 
the north at the rate of four or five degreesa day, 
and to fix it upon the plate is avery difficuit 
thing. Ishall have more time for work now than 
I-had this morning, however. I think the comet 
will be visible ali night after this. Indeed, I 
think thatit has reached a point fo far to the 
north pow that it wiil notsink below the horizon 
at all so long esit remains with us, and wereit not 
fur the more brilliant light. of the sun it could be 
seen as Well at noouday asatmidnight, Its mo- 
tioa to the north will carry it further above the 
horizon every day, until 11 gets so far away from 
us thai it will disappear, aod of course it will be- 
come less brilliaut dey by day. lt would be rash 
in me to attempt to predict how long it will stay 
with us. That isa question for the mathematical 
astronomers to uetermine.

The University Boat Race.

New Lonpon, June 27.—In the Harvard-Co- 
lumbia boat race to-day the Harvards were the 
first to take the water, with a stroke oi forty to 
the minute. The} Columbias followed quickly 
with a stroke of forty-two. The most determined 
struggle at once ensued for the lead. At the end 
of the first half mile, the Harvards, by the hard- 
est kind of work, had secured about half a length 
advantage, and at the end of the mile, which was 
covered in just five minutes, they had increased 
it toa full length, both boats going well. The 
Harvards then eased up a little butthe Colum- 
bias continued the same steady swing as at the 
beginning. After passing the mile post the Har- 
vards by bad steering lost nearly two lengths and 
at the one and i three-quarters miles 
the shell of the Columbias showed in front, 
The Harvards, spurted again and regained 
the lead, which, by the time they had reached 
three and « half miles they had increased to be- 
tween three and four lengths.

A TRAGIC MURDER 


IN MYRA CLARK GAINES’S FAMILY. 


A Orazy Son and an Angry Son-in-Law Quarrel 
and Terminate the Diffloulty by Murder— 
The Origin of the Dispute—A Great 
Sensation Oaused by It. 


Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

W asHineoton, June 26.—James Y. Christ 
mas shot and instantly killed William G. 
Whitney about 5 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon at their boarding-honse, on I, near 
Fourteenth stieet. Whitney was a son of 
Mrs. General Myra Clarke Gaines by her 
first husband, and Christmas is her son-in~ 
law, Thetwo men were formerly in busi- 
ness together and there have been several! 
quarrels between them relative to business 
matters. It is stated that Whitney bas 
several times threatened to kill Christmas, 
and as the latter was going down to dinner, 
in company with a lady, Whitney entered 
the tront door and struck him, Christmas 
turned, and seeing Whitney with his hand 
on hi: bip-pocket, drew his pistol and shot 
Whitney through the heart. 

Christmas is a widower, his wife—Mrs 
Gaines’s only daughter—having died last 
year. Whitney is represented as a morose, 
sullen man, of a quarrelsome disposition, 
who for some weeks has been on stich ill 
terms with his family and the world that 
he found it necessary to take his meals in 
hisroom. Persons who saw him on the way 
to his home Saturday state that he had been 
drinking a good deal. At all. events, 
shortly before five o’clock, persons who 
are occupants of the house, heard high words 
and what evidently was a quarrel batween 
the brothers-in-law as they were descending 
todinner. The altercation waxed warmer 
and related to businessand family. .As the 
two persons entered the door of the dining 
room, where the remainder of the boarders 
were already seated, Christmas suddenly 
drew a pistol and shot his brother-in-law. 
Christmas immediately weut to the door, 
summoned a police officer and surrendered 
himself. He is at the police station in 


charge of the authorities, 

It was Mrs. Gaines’s money, it is said, 
which had helped the partnership, and the 
SOD was jeaious of the son-in-law, and was, 
moreover, inflamed with drink, 
Uncontrollaole passion is the only reason 
that can be assigned by the murderer for 
his act. The occupants of the house who 
have been witnesses to the altercations 
which have occurred for many weeks, are

Caicaco, June 27.—A special dispatch 
from the City of Mexico says the accident 
at Mailpais loses none of its horror 
through the receipt of fuller and more accu- 
rate adyices. For some time past the dis- 
trict where it occurred has been swept by 
fierce storms, swelling creeks into torrents 
and laying waste many fertile fields. 
The bridge spanning the river at the point 
mentioned, although known to be unsafe, 
was still in use when the fatal train, bear- 
ing a battalion of soldiers, attempted its 
passege. The result was a crash as the un- 
dermined supports gave way, and the 
engine and cars were hurled headlong 
down the chasm. Scarcely had the magni- 
tude of the disaster become apparent when 
a new horror was added. 
vans comprising a portion of the train was 
a consignment of alcohol. This took fire, 
and the consequent explosion contributed 
much to the loss of life. The few who es- 
caped uninjured at cnce applied themselves 
to the rescue of their unfortunate com- 
rades, but it was some hours before the 
exact extent of the disaster became appa- 
rent. It is now known that thir- 
teen officers and one hundred 
and ninety - two privates were 
either killed outright by the fall or roasted 
to death, while 50 others sustained hurts 
of more or less serious. character. The 
train was entirely consumed. 

When information of the appalling 
calamity reached this city the excitement 
was unbounded and crowds thronged all the 
news centers anxiously awaiting particu- 
lars. 

Never in the history of the republic has 
so frightful a casualty been chronicled. 
{ts occurrence, it is feared, may still further 
prejudice the popular mind against railway 
euterprises. However, Los Gringos, as the 
natives term all oatside barbarians, can 
come in for no share of the blame in this 
connection. 

The latest accounts of the disaster on 
the Moreaies railroad report that 17 officers 
and 197 privates were killed. This list does 
not ioclude railroad officials and employes 
or women and children of the soldiers,many 
of whom were on the train. Oniy 60 
persons in all were saved 
alive, and of these 40 are more or less in- 
jared, The disaster occurred at 11 o’clock 
Friday night as the train, which was long 
and drawn by two engines, was passing 
over the wooden bridge. For a moment 
after the plunge of the cars from the 
bridge, all was darkness) Suddenly one 
hacdiad barrels of brandy, hyaded on two 
of the vans caught fire, and the burning 
fluid inundated the mass of passengers 
struggling in the ruins. Only a few 
who were not disabled or hopeless 
wedged in the timbers escaped. 
The dead and living were wrapped in a 
sheet of flames and slowly burned before 
the eyes of the survivors who were unable 
to save them. The secretary of public 
works and a number of army surgeons went 
to the scene of the disaster early Saturday 
morning.

The 
apparent phenomenon is no phenomenon 
at all, but is due te the peculiar position 
of the comet in the northern heavens. 
Many persons who witnessed the evening 
spectacle, also saw the comet in the 
morning, and they were convinced that 
that there were two comets in the sky. 
We present elsewhere/acut embodying a 
rough approximation of the position of 
the comet at 9:30 p.m., 12 p.m., 
and 3:30 a.m. The apparent motion 
of the comet is precisely similar to that 
of the Great Dipper. In other ‘words, it 
appears to revolve around the pole-star. 
Moving northward at the rate of three 
or four degrees in twenty-four hours, it 
will gradually appear to draw nearer to 
the north-star, and will gradually fade 
away in that quarter of the sky, appear- 
ing allthe while to revolve in a circle 
similar to that of the constellations of 
the northern sky. To-night or to-mor- 
row night, it will be above the horizon 
and in plain view the whole night long.
